The city authorities are confident that 
they can cope with the situation, and 
are prepared to call out the local mil- 
itia if necessary to put down any fur­ 
ther disorder. 
The operatives want the same pay 
for fifty-four hours' work that they re­ 
ceived for fifty-six hours lab or, and 
troub le has b een smoldering for some 
days b ecause of the b elief that what is 
in effect a wage reduction was ab out to 
b e put into effect. 
The new statute, 
while applying to females and minors 
only, made it mandatory upon manu­ 
facturers to close their plants when 
the women and children left. 
It was 
found that the male operatives could 
not b e kept profitab ly employed with 
the diminished supply of raw material 
from women spinners and weavers, 
and the men themselves fcould not 
work without the assistance given on 
light work b y girls and b oys. 
With 
the mills closing on a fifty-fotir-houi 
schedule, all operatives consequently 
suffered a reduction of two hours' 
wages each w eek.
